What  periodicals  wo  do  have  should  be 
the  best.  In  determining  winch  these  are 
we  should  be  sure,  llrst  of  all.  that  '4he 
weekly  paper  or  the  magazine  for  which  we 
subscribe  is  edited  nut  merely  for  the  selfish 
interest  of  the  proprietor,  but  really  for  us. 
The  publisher  of  a popular  periodical  is 
under  a constant  temptation  to  sacrifice  the 
interest  of  his  readers  <o  the  desire  to  gsin 
greater  circulation,  itnder  the  plea  that 
he  must  give  his  readers  “what  they  want,'* 
he  surrenders  his  moral  self-respect  and 
shirks  his  plain  duly  as  a public  servant 
The  publisher  concerned  chiefly  for  the  com- 
mercial value  of  a large  circulation  has  not 
the  courage  to  give  the  conscientious  edit- 
ing which  insists  upon  the  best  work  of 
the  best  minds.  He  is  in  the  shameful  posi- 
tion of  one  who  uses  the  great  moral  instru- 
ment which  he  controls  solely  for  his  pri- 
vate gain. 

The  Parent  Is  tne  Leader 

We  must  be  sure,  therefore,  that  the  peri- 
odical we  invite  to  our  homes  is  honestly 
edited  for  us.  If  there  are  young  folks 
the  reading  of  the  home  must  be  watched 
with  double  care.  Boys  and  girls  enjoy 
the  same  sort  of  reading  as  their  parental 
for  the  very  young  it  must,  of  course,  be 
more  simply  phrased,  but  even  for  them  it 
need  not  be  different  in  kind.  Parents  are. 
in  any  case,  the  natural  leaders  in  seleeting 
the  reading  for  the  family.*  Whether  they 
realise  it  or  not,  what  they  road  will  power- 
fully affect  the  choice  of  their  young  folks 
They  need  not  think  that  they  can  indulge 
in  questionable  reading  and  not  have  their 
children  do  so,  too  In  the  family  no  bonk 
or  periodieal  should  be  allowed  whieh  does 
not  help  to  build  mind  and  ehsrseter.  and  is 
not  an  inspiration  to  high  ideals.  It  is  both 
a parental  and  a public  duty  to  see  that 
young  folks  are  wisely  guided  in  their  read 
ing.  Their  emotions  are  qnirk,  their  imagi- 
nations overaetive  and  undisciplined,  their 
love  of  excitement  is  keen ; the  eritiea)  low- 
ers are  low.  their  judgment  is  immature, 
their  knowledge  of  the  realities  of  life  is 
practically  nil.  They  nave,  as  a result,  sub 
st  antially  no  natural  protect  ion  against  the 
Jiterary  charlatan  and  quack — Ex  • 


A.^xeported  in  the  secular  press,  .when  it 
becaiie  known  that  the  entertainment  com- 
mitter proposed  to  serve  wine  at  tjie  ban- 
quet to  be  held  in  honor  of  President  Taft, 
the  Ministers’  Association  of  Jackson  made 
a protest  against  the  use  of  wine  at  the  ban- 
quet. They  based  their  protest  upon  the 
following  reasons: 

“ljj  It  is  a matter  of  record  that  our  hon- 
ored j guest  himself  has  refused  to  jpartake 
of  apeh  beverages  on  similar  oucasious. 
Hence  the  absence  of  them  will  be  a special 
recognition  of  his  praiseworthy  example. 

“2j  This  eourse  seems  to  be  the  only  con- 
sistent one  for  a prohibition  city  and  State 
to  pujrsue. 

"3|  At  the  present  stage  of  our  prohibi- 
tion legislation  the  educational  valua  of  the 
example  set  by  the  men  of  influence  who 
have  ]t his  banquet  in  charge  cannot  he  easily 
overestimated.  We  need  especially  just  now 
the  influence  and  example  of  every  good 
citizen  to  counteract  the  growing  disregard 
of  all’  our  laws. 

“4.J  As  we  see  it,  the  entertainment  com- 
mitted are  representing  the  people  of  Jack- 
son  sind  Mississippi  and  therefore  their 
wishes  should  be  respected. 

"5.1  If  there  is  anything  to  bo  said  in  the 
defence  of  the  use  of  wine  at  banquets  fur- 
ther Ijjian  that  of  persistent  custom— a cus- 
tom which  has  been  the  ruin  of  many,  it 
docs  pot  appear  to  us. 

"6.1  This  custom  is  recognized  by  a mul- 
titude of  right-thinking  men  as  clearly 
wroni. ’’ 

On  jt he  following  Sunday  after  this  pro- 
test Was  presented,  all  the  Baptist  Chiiirches, 
all  tide  Methodist  Churches,  and  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  of  Jackson,  repre- 
senting a membership  of  about  3 500,  en- 
dorsed the  protest  by  passing  the  following 
resolution : 

"Whereas  it  has  come  to  our  knowledge 
that  the  Ministers’  Association  haa  peti- 
tioned the  Taft  Entertainment  Committee 
to  eliminate  wine  from  the  banquet  to  be 
given  jn  honor  of  our  President,  and  Where- 
as thejpetition  is  so  directly  in  accord  with 
the  moral  sentiment  of  the  Christian  citizen 
ship  of  Jackson  and  Mississippi, 

"Therefore  be  it  Resolved,  That  this 
ohurefi  endorses  this  action  of  our  minis- 
ters attd  joins  in  a most  earnest  request  that 
all  intoxicating  beverages  be  excluded  from 
the  banquet." 

The  matter  was  considered  in  executive 
session  and  the  following  letter  was  sent  the 
committee  from  the  Ministers’  Association:

Swelljjs  £ their  reverberations  from  a soft- 
ly clanging  opening  note  into  a rand  tdnal 
harmony,  the  bells  of  the  444  church^  of 
St.  Lou ii»  u shed  in  at  sunrise  Oct.  3 a seven 
days’  celebration  of  the  one  hundredth  j»n- 
niversarjtLf  the  incorporation  of  the  city. 

Fittings  indeed  it  is  that  the  hells  of  ^he 
religion* | difices  which  have  had  so  import- 
ant a pliw  e in  the  moulding  of  the  <fW>r 
aeter  of  he  city  should  announce  to  (he 
waking  fx  >ple  that  100  years  have  p»*M 


since  St.  Louis  the  settlement  and  trading 
post  became  St.  Louis  the  city. 

From  the  days  of  the  earlier  Spanish  set- 
tlers, who  reared  a mfxlest  Catholic  church, 
and  sturdy  pioneers  who  erected  the  first 
Bga ptist  chureh,  to  the  present  day  when  a 
mammoth  cathedral  is  in  the  course  of  con- 
struction and  the  tall  spires  of  religious  edi- 
fices of  many  denominations  pierce  the  sky, 
church  influence  ever  has  been  a powerful 
factor  in  shaping  ai|d  properly  directing 
the  growth  and  expansion  of  the  city. 

The  mellow  clanging  of  the  bells  also 
opened  a gi-neral  celebration  of  the  religious 
development  of  the  cRy  in  the  century  since 
it  was  incorporated  The  day  was  known 
as  Chureh  Day. 

While  commemoratik'c  eeremonie*  were 
held  in  virtually  all  of  the  churches  of  the 
city,  there  was  severalj  gatherings  of  partic- 
ular importance.  They  included  a song 
service  in  the  afternoon  at  the  new  coliseum, 
in  which  10,000  Sunday  School  children, 
members  of  150  Protestant  churches,  in- 
eluding all  Protestant  j denominations,  par- 
ticipated. 

The  three  most  important  CathoRc  events 
of  Chureh  Day  was  a pontifical  high  mass 
at  the  old  cathedral,  (Third  and  Walnut 
streets,  a relic  of  pioneer  St.  Louis  erected 
almost  a century  ago  on  the  site  of  the  for- 
mer edifice  of  the  cathedral  parish,  which, 
having  been  organized  in  1770,  is  older 
than  the  city. 

The  children  of  tile  parochial  schools 
of  the  city  gathered  in  the  afternoon  at  the 
statue  of  St.  Louis,  in  Forest  Park,  where 
there  were  songs  and  sn  address,  conclud- 
ing with  the  chanting  ol  the  Te  Deum.  The 
third  notable  Catholic  function  of  the  day 
was  a pilgrimage  to  Cahokia.  III.,  where 
the  oldest  church  of  the  West  is  located. 

The  Christian  Scientist  churches  of  the 
city  held  a mass  meeting  in  the  afternoon 
at  the  Odeon.  where  a lecture  with  centen- 
nial features  was  deliverjed.  Every  Christian 
Scientist  within  a radiiti  of  100  miles  of  St. 
Ixiuis  was  requested  to  attend. 

The  Jewish  churches  | of  the  city  began 
their  Centennial  eelebrajtion  on  Saturday, 
the  Jewish  Sabbath. 

Commemorative  sermons  and  addresses 
were  heard  in  virtually  all  of  the  churches, 
armories  and  halls. 

Religious  and  historical  organizations  in- 
vaded the  downtown  districts,  where  huge 
skyscrapers  have  replaced  the  churches  of 
early  days,  and  tablets  marking  the  sites  of 
famous  old  structures  were  unveiled.

Thepe  will  be  alnioat  daily . pageants  on 
land,  and  in  a magnificent  parade  on  the 
Miasisaippj  river  a torp»jdo  boat  fleet  of  the 
United  States  Navy  will  participate  with 
river  steamers  and  water  craft  of  every  de- 
scription. The  land  pageants  will  include 
the  time-honored  and  evRr- impressive  march 
through  the  streets  of  ||ie  Veiled  Prophet, 
followed,  aa  usual,  by  Ris  ball,  the  chief 
social  event,  locally,  of  the  year.

I fill  one  of  theee,  am)  you  fill  the  other 
Ihiu  pastor,  and  as  such,  jam  bishop,  or  elder 
of  the  church  You  arc  h deacon  I,  there- 
fore, represent  one  of  the  businema  of  the 
church,  and  you  represent  the  Aher, 

I represent  the  side  of  the  church’*  duty 
that  has  to  do  with  the  preaching  of  the 
Word,  or  the  evangelization  of  the  world 
through  doctrine  and  Exhortation.  You 
represent  the  side  of  the  church's  duty  that 
has  to  do  with  temporal  matters.  Looking 
at  obth  of  our  dutiea  from  the  viewpoint  of 
business,  it  may  be  said  that  it  is  my  duty 
to;  "religionize  business.*'  and  it  is  your 
duty  to  "busineasize  religion.”  Thai  makes 
us  "close  kin."  Consequently.  I find  in 
the  New  Testament  that  the  qualifications 
necessary  for  a pastor  are  about  eighteen ; 
and  those  necessary  for  a deacon  are  about 
sixteen.  Furthermore,  all  the  qualifications 
necessary  to  your  office  are  the  identical 
ones  named  as  necessary  to  mine,  while  two 
are  added  to  mine  which  are  not  named  in 
yours.  And  these  two  are  the  following 
"Aptness  in  teaching,"  "Given  to  hospi- 
tality." Now,  I think  the  main  reason  why 
these  last  named  are  not  qualifications  nec- 
essary to  your  office  is  this;:  If  you  do  your 
duty  in  attending  to  the  {financial  matters, 
as  well  as  whatever  other  temporalities  that 
make  up  your  duif  aa  an  officer  in  our 
church,  you  will  not  have  much  time  to 
teach,  and  the  pastor  will  have  all  that  is 
necessary  to  enable  him  to  entertain  the 
thousand  and  one  people  who  "viait"  him 
and  his  yearly.

A brief  sketch  of  a summer’s 
work  as  pastor  and  helper: 

Mt.  Pelier. 

On  the  fourth  Sunday  in  July 
I went  to  this  place  to  help  Bro. 
S.  R.,  Houghton  in  a meeting.  We 
continued  seven  days.  The  church 
was  greatly  revived.  Three  were 
baptized  as  a visible  result  of  the 
meeting.  Bro.  Houghton  is  a 
noble  fellow  and  has  a good  peo- 
ple to  work  with. 

From  Mt.  Pelier  I went  to  Un- 
ion Hill  Church,  .one  of  my  fields 
of  labor  in  pastoral  service.  We 
had  a pleasant  meeting,  the  pas- 
tor doing  all  tbe  preaching.  The 
church  being  welded  more  closely 
together  in  love  and  fellowship 
was  the  only  visible  result.  I 
hpve  been  pastor  here  only  this 
year.  The  church  is  in  the  heart 
of  an  anti-bbard  element  which 
makes  it  a little  hard  to  handle 
or  to  move  to  activity. 

The  week  following  the  second 
Sunday  in  August  I remained  at 
home  in  Shannon  and  attended 
the  meeting  at  the  Methodist 
church.  Evangelist  McIntosh  did 
the  preaching.  McIntosh  ought 
to  be  a Baptist.  He  preaches  the 
doctrines  of  the  Bible  as  I never 
heard  any  other  Methodist  preach 
them.  Atonement,  by  the  blood, 
regeneration  of  the  spirit,  eternal 
salvation  was  the  central  thoughts 
of  his  sermons. 

Then  beginning  on  the  third 
Sunday  in  August  at  the  Baptist 
Church,  Shannon,  we  had  a feast 
of  Gospel  preaching  from  that 
man  beloved  and  favored  of  the 
Lord,  Dr.  G.  M.  Savage,  of  Jack- 
son,  Tenn.  For  a full  week  he 
preached  as  only  a man  of  his 
faith  and  culture  can.  His  preach- 
ing was  gladly  received  by  the 
people  of  all  creeds.  At  the  close 
of  the  week  we  felt  we  had  been

irawn  closer  together  and  closer 
to  God.  The  church  powerfully 
strengthened,  one  baptized  and 
others  yet  to  come  that  we  know 
of.  Mhy  God’s  richest  blessings 
rest  on  thin  man  of  God  at  whose 
feet  I learned  many  of  the  great 
things  of  the  Bible  while  in  school 
in  the  Union  University  of  Jack- 
ion,  Tenn.  He  is  indeed  a great 
man. 

From  Shannon  I went  to  Pon- 
ticola  where  Bro.  J.  F.  Tully  did 
the  preaching  to  the  entire  satis- 
faction of  all.  so  far  as  this  seribe 
knows.  Tully  is  a good  preacher 
aa  well  as  a good  man.  He  wa« 
raised  a Catholic,  but  is  a true 
blue  Baptist  now  and  preaches 
the  Bible  doctrines  with  power. 
The  meeting  would  be  called  a 
failure  by  some  who  look  for 
numbers  of  convert*  and  addi- 
tions to  the  church,  but  to  those 
who  attended  the  service*,  and 
they  were  many,  it  waa  a glo- 
rious meeting.

Christ-like,  isn’t  it?  The  people 
were  very  busy,  but  we  had  a 
good  meeting.  Baptized  one,  re 
ceived  two  by  letter,  church 
greatly  strengthened.
